Just One More Happening 


When year-end recapitulations were be­ 
ing toted up a few weeks ago, some of 
the toters included America's indiffer­ 
ence to violence.

The other shows unspent auth­ 
orizations enacted in prior years 
as totalling $96.7 billion. 
By simply dipping into these 
two big funds and using s o m e 
funds from each in a given 
year, a president can come up 
with $100 billion of expenditures 
or some other arbitrary figure 
in his estimated budget for the 
following year and still remain 
at

of 
imaginary 
frugality. 
The same chart reveals that 
out of the $106 4 billion of new 
authority asked by the Presi­ 
dent, only $72 billion will be 
spent in fiscal year 1966, which 
begins on July I. 
Out of the unspent authoriza­

of $96 7 billion in prior 
years, the chart discloses that 
the President announced he will 
use only $27 6 billion in 1966. 


BY ADDING this $27 6 billion

administrative budget, a book­ 
keeping concept that dates back 
to 1921 . . . its principal short­ 
coming is that it excludes en­ 
tirely the operations of the grow­ 
ing trust funds. The most im­ 
portant of which are those es­ 
tablished for the operation of the 
Social Security system. . . . 
“ Much confusion can be elim­ 
inated by scrapping the ad­ 
ministrative budget. The con­ 
solidated cash budget is a far 
more useful tool for purposes of 
both administrative control and 
economic analysis." 


CAREFUL EXAMINATION of 
the 512-page hook on the budget 
issued by the treasury shows 
that the word “increase" in out­ 
lays appears more than 300 
times. 
The Republican party, which 
theoretically is the opposition 
party, has never made a con­ 
certed attack on the unsound fi­ 
nancing systems used by th e 
government as well as the ad­ 
ministration’s methods of mini­ 
mizing deficits. Vice President 
Humphrey, for example, in a 
speech this week in Arizona at 
a 
national 
conference 
on 
poverty, scoffed at the critics of 
“deficit 
spending," 
and 
de­ 
clared: 
“ We should pay more atten­ 
tion to the deficits in education, 
poverty, 
discrimination 
a n d 
health 
rather 
than 
deficits 
in dollars." 
The 
difficulty 
foreseen by 
some of the critics is that if pub­ 
lic confidence in the financial 
operations of the government is 
weakened, all the dollars in the 
budgets of future years might 
not be adequate to meet the ris­ 
ing costs and inflated prices of 
services needed for the effective 
functioning of the programs de­ 
signed to promote educaUon and 
health and to reduce poverty.

ANSWER: Polaris is a very useful star to know about, 
because, as the earth revolves, the other stars appear to 
change their positions, while Polaris stays in the same place. 
This is because the axis of the revolving earth, at least the 
part which extends toward the north, points to the spot in 
the sky where Polaris shines. For this reason, if we can 
find which star Polaris is, we will always know that we are 
facing north when we are looking at it. This would help a 
person find his way if he ever got lost on a clear n ig h t. B ill 
is showing his sister, in the picture, how to find Polaris. The 
jig stars of the Great Dipper (left> are easy to find, ’ Bill 
is saying. “The two fingers of my left hand represent the 
outer stars of the cup part of the Dipper. Imagine a line 
running through them, such as I am pointing with my right 
forefinger. The next star out on this line Is Polaris, the 
Pole Star.” 
As the earth spins, it also wobbles back and forth, some­ 
thing like a top slowing down. For this reason, ifs axis 
moves very slowly, in a circle, and does not always point to 
Polaris. 3000 years ago, the Pole Star was Alpha Dr acorns; 
2000 years ahead, Alpha Cephei will be the Pole Star.
